that  is  in  me.”  Paul  found  that  these  Gen- 
tile converts  needed  much  instruction  and 
direction,  hence  his  many  visits  and  letters 
to  the  churches. 

Oftimes  just  a little  instruction  and  en- 
couragement starts  a young  convert  right 
and  he  grows  into  a useful  worker.  This 
needs  to  be  given  in  the  very  beginning  of 
the  Christian  life,  and  if  not  given  the

Sfich  preach- 
ers should  not  have  a vacation,  pr  it  should 
be  given  on  condition  it  was  used  properly. 

I have  known  of  preachers  who  sorely 
needed  a vacation  but  never  got  it.  Their 
churches  seemed  never  to  think  j of  giving 
it,  however  sorely  needed.  So  the  preach- 
ers would  plod  along  tired  and  worn  until 
their  sermons  caught  the  tired  and  fagged- 
out  air.  Then  they  would,  of  course,  want 
to  get  clear  of  them,  that  they  jmight  call 
other  and  fresher  ones  to  wear  out  in  the 
same  way.  In  such  cases  the  church  mem- 
bers need  to  learn  how  to  treat  their  pas- 
tors fairly  and  justly.  I here  record  the 
conviction  that  if  I had  not  had  a vacation 
during  my  four  summers  in  my  present 
pastorate,  my  health  would  haye  been  de- 
stroyed, or  I would  be  pulling  about  with 
all  life  and  vigor  gone.

The  fixing  of  the  place  of  meeting  of  the 
next  Convention  was  very  properly  left  to 
a committee,  and  I wOqld  not  say  any- 
thing that  might  seem  todictate  to  the  ex- 
cellent brethren  who  compose  that  com- 
mittee.- And  yet  I am  sure  that  the  com- 
mittee would  be  glad  to  know  the  wishes 
of  the  brotherhood  in  reference  to  so  im- 
portant a matter.  I think,  therefore,  that 
in  what  I shall  say  1 express  the  wishes  of 
a large  number  of  ourpeople.  t submit  the 
following:  $ 

1.  The  Convention  ought  not  to  be  car- 
ried to  any  extreme  point  in  our  territory. 
The  last  meeting  was  held  at  Kansas 
City,  ip  the  extreme  northwestern  corner 
and  the  result  was  a very  small  delega- 
tion from  the  Atlantic  slope.  If  now  the 
next  Convention  should  be  held  in  Balti- 
more or  Jacksonville  or  Fort  Worth, 
Texas,  we  will  have  a repetition  of  the  ex- 
perience of  the  last  meeting— many  of  our 
best  and  most  influential  men  will  be  ab- 
sent. 

2.  The  Convention  ought  by  all  means, 
it  seems,  to  me,  to  be  held  in  some  central 
place  such  as  Chattanooga,  Louisville, 
A*beville  or  Atlanta. 

3.  1 do  not  think  that  the  idea  that  has 
been  advanced  that  our  Convention 
should  l>c  held  contiguous  to  the  meeting 
of  the  Northern  Anniversaries  in  order  that 
the  General  Convention  may  be  held  at 
the  same  place,  should  have  the  slightest 
weight.  As  our  Convention  met  in  Kan- 
sas City  lust  May.  nnd  the  Anniversaries 
in  St.  Louis,  it  was  well  to  have  the  first 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention  where 
it  would  be  convenient  to  all  parties  at- 
tending the  other  meeting.  But  if  it  is 
necessary  to  repeat  this  contiguity  of  the 
two  bodies  in  order  to  sustain  the  Gen- 
eral Contention,  or  if,  in  other  words,  the 
General  Convention  is  not  able  to  stand 
alone,  then  the  sooner  it  fails  th<M>etter  for 
the  cause.  The  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion cannot  afford  to  sacrifice  its  interests 
in  order  to  build  up  the  General  Conven- 
tion. 

4.  The  committee  ought  by  all  means 
vto  consider  not  only  hotel  accommoda- 
tions, railroad  rates,  etc.,  but  the  audito- 
rium in  which  the  Convention  is  to  meet. 
There  is^  no  church  in  the  South  large 
enough  to  accommodate  the  Convention, 
and  it  ought  to  meet  in  some  city  where 
there  is  a large  audtorium  that  can  be 
used.  To  meet  in  an  auditorium  that  will 
not  hold  all  of  the  delegates,  and  to  have 
to  exclude  all  visitors  is  an  experience  that 
ought  not  to  be  repeated. 

These  are  my  views,  bnt  when  the  com- 
mittee decides  the  matter  I shall  cheerfully 
acquiesce  in  their  decision,  and  if  I live, 
and  can  do  so,  I expect  to  attend  the  Con- 
vention ,■ wherever  it  mav  be  held.,

Baptist  State  Conventions  and  Associa- 
tions is  called  to  the  desirability  and  im- 
portance of  appointing  messengers  or  dele- 
gates to  the  meeting  of  the  Genrrial  Con- 
vention of  the  Baptists  of  North  America 
in  1900.  The  basis  of  appointment  is  set 
forth  in  the  following  sections  of  t he  Con- 
stitution: 

Art.  IV.  Mcmlier  ship— This  Cjonven- 
tion  shall  lie  composed  of  representatives 
dulv  appointed  as  follows: 

Sec.  I.  Each  church  may  appoint  one 
representative,  and  one  additional  repre- 
tative  for  every  one  hundred  members  or 
fraction  thereof  above  the  first  one  hun- 
dred. - 

Sf.c.  2.  Each  local  or  district  pssocia- 
tion  may  appoint  two  representatives,  and 
one  additional  representative  for  ei-cry  ten 
churches  or  fraction  thereof  above  the  fir«t 
ten. 

Sec.  3.  Each  territorial,  provincial,  and 
State  Convention  (or  general  association) 
may  appoint  ten  reprtsentatives  alnd  one 
additional  representative  for  every  ten 
thousand  members  above  first  fifty  thou- 
sand. 

Action  should  lie  taken  at  the  coming 
meetings  of  the  associations  and  Conven- 
tions this  fall. 


The  Inconsistency  of  Open  Commun- 
ion Illustrated.

The  attention  of  officers  and  Boards  of 


Seeing  an  article  in  The  Standard  on  the 
Lord's  Supper  and  who  should  take  it  re- 
minds me  of  a fine  illustration  of  the  in- 
consistency of  open  communion  that  I saw 
once,  and  as  I have  never  given  it  nut  to 
the  brethreu  I now  send  it  forth  \yith  an 
invitation  to  the  brethren  to  comment  on 
it  as  freely  as  they  may  desiie. 

Some  years  ago  I lived  in  a smn|l  town 
where  there  were  three  chnrch  buildings, 
namely:  Methodist,  Prcsbytcriah  and 

Baptists.  Not  far  away  from  tha^  town 
Campbcllites  were  very  s rong  and  they 
decided  to  do  a little  missionary  work 
among  the  three  denominations  mentioned 
above,  and  so  they  secured  the  promise  of 
an  evangelist  to  come  and  hold  a meeting 
in  the  town.  The  next  thing  in  order,  of 
course,  was  to  secure  n place  to  hold  it. 
They  went  first  to  the  Presbyterians  ami 
asked  permission  to  hold  the  meeting  in 
their  church  building,  thinking,  perhaps, 
that  they  would  be  most  likely  to  favoi 
them  as  some  of  the  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian church  had  been  transferred  from 
the  Campbellites  without  any  change  in 
faith,  or  withont  being  baptized  again  or 
anything  of  kind,  etc.  But  to  make  a long 
story  short,  the  Presbyterians  refused  to 
let  them  have  thi?  house.  Next,  they  went 
to  the  Methodists  and  asked  to  their  their 
house  and  were  refused.  Lastly  they  went 
to  the  Baptists  and  of  course  were  refused. 
Then  they  said  it  wus  all  right  they  would 
bring  a tent.  When  the  time  came  they 
had  a tent  stretched  in  front  of  the  public 
school  building  under  a find  old  shade  tree 
near  the  public  well— a delightful  place  to 
hold  a meeting. 

I was  taking  a day  off  between  protrac- 


ted meetings  and  went  down  to  see  how 
the  Campbellites  were  going  to  get  off  the 
first  day.  A large  crowd  gathered  of 
Presbyterians,  Methodists,  Campbellites 
andia  few  scattering  Baptists  were  there. 
When  the  crowd  had  pretty  well  gathered 
and  1 had  taken  a seat  near  the  edge  of  the 
tent,  I saw  a man  with  a little  table  in  his 
hands  going  toward  the  platform  followed 
by  another  with  a basket  on  his  arm, 
and  I understood  at  once  by  that  they 
were  fixing  to  take  cpmmumon.  The  first 
thought  that  struck  me  was,  what  will 
the  Methodists  and  Presbyterians  do? 
Can  they  afford  to  take  communion  with 
them  after  shutting  them  out  of  their 
churches?  I turned  to  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Methodist  Sunday-school  and  said: 
“Look  at  that!”  He  said:  “What  are 
they  going  to  do?”  I said,  “Take  the 
communion,  what  are  you  going  to  do? 
You  have  shut  them  out  of  your  house 
and  would  not  let  them  worship  in  there.” 
He  said,  “Excuse  me,  please,”  and  got  up 
and  walked  away  and  I did  not  see 
whether  he  took  communion  with  them  or 
not,  but  I sat  there  and  saw  the  leading 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Metho- 
dists  and  churches  commune  with  them— 
men  who  I knew  were  instrumental  in 
keeping  them  out  of  their  church  building. 
More  than  that  I saw  one  of  the  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  carry  around 
the  elements.  The  open  communion  views 
of  the  Methodists  and  Presbyterians  forced 
them  to  take  communion  with  Campbell- 
ites after  they  had  shut  their  doors 
against  them,  us  much  as  to  say  the  doc- 
trine preached  by  Campbellites  was  not 
fit  to  lie  preached  in  their  homes. 

How  often  do  Baptists  hear  it  said: 
“You  won’t  let  me  commune  with  my 
mother  if  1 join  the  Baptist  Church?” 
Open  communionists  will!  And  according 
to  the  illustration  given  above  they  will 
let  you  kick  her  out  of  doors  and  then  fol- 
low her  up  and  c:mmune  with  her. 

Now,  brethren,  if  this  seems  too  incon- 
sistent to  be  believed  I can  prove  it  by 
many  witnesses  and  have  it  acknowledged 
before  a justice  of  the  peace  for  there  was 
one  there  that  day,  nnd  I venture  to  say 
that  he  has  not  forgotten  it.

It  is  a law,  a com- 
mon-sense rule,  of  interpretation  that  a 
word  is  to  be  understood  in  its  usual,  or- 
dinary, unfigurative  acceptation,  unless  the 
writer  or  speaker  advises  his  hearers  or 
readers  that  he  means  to  use  it  in  an  un- 
usual, extraordinary  or  hgurative  sense. 
The  hearers  and  readers  of  thegospel  knew 
that  in  classic  Greek  baptize  meant  to 
immerse.  Where  did  Christ  or  his  apostles 
say  or  even  intimate  that  they  employed 
the  word  in  any  other  than,  in  its  classic 
meaning?  A good  rule  to  hold  oneself  to 
in  interpretation  is,  what  did  the  writer  in- 
tend that  his  readers  should  understand 
the  words  he  employed  to  mean?  What 
did  these  words  mean  to  them?  Not,  what 
may  they  mean  to  us  They  shoukl  mean 
to  us  just  what  they  meant  to  them.  This 
writer  has  been  waiting  on  his  friend  until 
this  day  for  the  information  that  Christ 
and  his  apostles  indicated  in  some  way 
that  they  used  the  word  baptize  in  an 
unusual  non-classic  sense. 

Besides,  il  in  Jesus’  teaching  baptize 
meant  to  imitate  by  any  use  of  water 
whether  by  sprinkling  or  pouring  it  on 
men,  or  by  immersing  them  in  it)  why  did 
he  not  at  least  once  use  rantiz-ein  (to 
sprinkle)  or  Ekch-ein  (to  pour)  in  speaking 
of  the  Christian  symbol?  Why  did  he  and 
his  apostles  always  employ  baptise  it  the

Kitnal  Initiation. 

r William  O'.  Williams,  LL.  D.,  professor 
of  the  Greek  language  in  the  Ohio  Wesleyan 
University,  in  a book  on  baptism,  says 
that  the  word  baptize  “in  classic  Grekk 
hid  one  meaning,  that  of  immersion,”  and 
that  “the  claim  sometimes  put  forth^jy  ill- 
inlormed  theologians-  and  found  in  cer- 
tain antiquated  lexicons  of  the  Greek 
language,  that  In'  the  classics  the  word 
baptize  sotaietimes  meant  sprinkle,  any- 
thing else  titan  immerse,  is  erroneous  and 
misleading  in  the  search  afjer  the  truth. 
No  such  example  has  been  found  in  New 
Testament  Greek,  also  the  Word  never  of 
itself,  means  sprinkle  M # . It  is  false 
philology  arfd  false  exegesis  to  hold  that 
the  word  can  bi  ^trauslated  sprinkle  c.r 
pour  » » .

ADVANTAGES  AND  BENEFITS. 

The  benefits  of  medical  mis- 
sions may  he  wt  11  nigh  placed  be- 
yond computation  in  value.  “It 
will  not  strike  you  with  sur- 
prise,” said  Dr.  J.  L.  Maxwell  of 
Formosa,  “when  I tell  you  that 
again  and  again  the  lives  of  val- 
ued missionaries  in  China  have 
escaped  destruction  at  the  hands 
of  evil  and  fanatic  mobs  just  be- 
cause they  were  providentially 
recognized  to  he  the  associates 
of  the  mission  doctor  at  this  or 
thqt  missionary  hospital.  As  an 
example  of  influence:  In  a Chi- 
nese village,  100  miles  north  ot 
a most  remarkable 
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field.  The  first  medical  mis- 
sionary to  leave  the  United 
States  was  Dr.  John  Sctfdder, 
who,  with  his  wife,  sailed  in 
1819  from  New  V’ork  for  India 
where  he  labored  until  his  death 
in  1855.  In  1849  there  were 
just  forty  medical  missionaries 
in  the  world— 2G  from  America, 
12  from  Great  Britain,  and  two 
others.  It  was  not  until  1879 
that  the  value  of  this  agency  lor 
reaching  the  outcast  and  de- 
praved in  our  large  cities  was 
realized  sufficiently  to  lead  to  ac- 
tion. In  this  particular  Great 
Britain  has  taken  the  lead,  form- 
ing a large  number  of  separate 
medical  missions. 

TIIE  NEED  FOg  MEDICAL  MIS- 
SIONS IN  CHINA. 

The  need  of  medical  missions 
in  this  vast  field  is  appalling. 
The  Chinese  doctors  are  quacks 
of  the  worst  type;  their  medi- 
cines are  mostly  decoctions  of 
herbs,  mixed  with  certain  vile 
substances;  their  materia  medica 
is,  perhaps,  the  worst  on  earth; 
their  ignorance  of  the  simplest 
principles  of  physiology  is  mar- 
velous; and  the  “medicine  man” 
i9  deceitful  and  unscrupulous  in 
playing  upon  the  credulity  and 
superstition  of  these  people. 
While  nearly  all  diseases  are 
common  in  this  thickly  settled 
country,  small-pox  i9  the  most 
common.  Vaccination  was  disj 
covered  during  the  last  decade  of 
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hospitals  nod  several  dispensaries.  We 
also  hare  70  Day  Schools,  with  2,285 
pupils.
